The completion of one hun- 
dred years is a major mile- 
stone in the history of any 
institution.

This Institute has been the 
most visible symbol of the 
Telangana region’s presence 
in the arena of basic research 
in all faculties, the VC said.

: tion, assignments, projects, 
: and assessment procedures. 


Further, teachers will have 


: to indicate number of classes 
: devoted to each topic, and 
: they will be asked to prepare 
: notes to pass it on to students 
: in the classrooms for every 
: period. The accumulated re- 
: ports will have to be submit- 
: ted monthly or bi-monthly to 
: the administration. 


The feedback mechanism 


= would include student evalu- 
: ation of the course, pedagogy, 
: and the faculty member 
: which will be linked to the 


performance appraisal of the 
teacher. 

Further, faculty members 
would be required to indicate 
their consultation hours for 
students to resolve their 
doubts. The course plans sub- 
mitted would come up for 
course correction at the mid- 
semester review. At the end 
of the semester, the reports 
would have to be submitted 
to IQAC. 

At a meeting with princi- 
pals of constituent colleges, 
the Vice Chancellors sought 
their support and urged them 
to create awareness among 
the faculty about the aca- 
demic audit. 

Assessment procedures 
would also be overhauled and 
faculty members would be 
briefed about different testing 
procedures. The Vice Chan- 
cellor said there would be a 
series of workshops to ap- 
prise the faculty.
